JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 

From this port we have no later advices than those received 
by the French mail delivered on the 5th. The Japan Herald 
confirms the announcement already made that Sir Harry Parkes 
would proceed to Hiogo in H.M.S. Adventure on the 21st Dec., 
and adds that he will be accompanied by all the members of 
H.M. Legation. The other foreign representatives will probably 
leave about the same time. 

The Herald has the following remarks on the progress of the 
Japanese newspaper published by the Rev. Mr. Bailey :—Nino 
months ago a review appeared in the columns of the local press 
welcoming the appearance of a newspaper, the Bankoku Shin- 
bunshi, and we are led by a changed and marked improvement 
in its appearance to notice again what we cannot help thinking a 
useful step—apropos of the above remarks—in the direction of 
true missionary enterprise. With a people constituted as the 
Japanese, generations may elapse before we can hope for a real 
foundation being laid, whereon Christianity can rest as on 
a secure basis. A knowledge of the outer world, of 
its past history, and a consent of mind with its peoples, 
ig the most obvious preparation for these. The news- 
paper we mention has now arrived at its eighth number, 
and obtained a circulation of nearly 4,000 copies, is much 
enlarged and improved in appearance, and is now printed on 
European paper, 2 measure necessitated, we are informed, by 
Japanese imitations of former copies being in circulation. We 
have been furnished with the original, from which this numbez 
has been translated into a form which, after consideration; is 
adopted as that more easily read by the majority of natives, and 
think that a more judicious selection of information than that 
offered for their perusal could hardly be made. It consists 
mainly of extracts, with remarks of important news from all 
parts of the world, arranged under the names of the various 
countries. The Abyssinian Expedition and the Roman difficulty 
occupy considerable space, and there is the continuation of a 
paper on the avoidance of collisions at sea, accompanied by 
diagrams. The Editor of the paper—the Rev. M. B. Bailey— 
with judgment, avoids political opinion, confining himself en- 
tirely to information, and to educate the peaceful relations of 
races, so that the character of the paper is wholly cosmopolitan, 
In addition to current affairs some numbers contain selections 
from history, or descriptions of the more remarkable objects in 
the outer world. The remainder of the paper, which is in the 
form of a pamphlet of 48 pages, is occupied by advertisements, 
a medium of communication which cannot fail to be of great 
use at the present crisis. We cannot but cordially wish con- 
tinued and increasing success to our contemporary. 





CHINA.

TIENTSIN. 
Advices from this port reach to the 15th December. Our 
correspondent speaks in very encouraging terms of the prospects 
of the direct trade between Europe and Tientsin. He says :— 
“Our imports of Grey Cotton Goods this season up to the 
end of December has been 966,851 pes. ; and of Cotton Goods 
of all descriptions 1,238,317 pes. ; and last year to same date 
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of Grey Goods alone, 966,569 pcs.; and of all’ sorts of 
Cotton ‘Goods, 1,276,212 pcs. ; showing a deficiency upon 
the who'c of 37,595 pes., principally in fancy cottons, This 
seison we have had about 65,000 pes. less of shirtings, but 
40,000 pes. more T-cloths, and 19,444 pcs. more drills, the 
great increase being in American Drills. 

“ Every one here is greatly interested in the revision of 
the tariff and articles ef the treaty affecting trade. The 
geucral opinion seems to be that nothing will be done at pre- 
sent but enforce the previoug and existing regulations principally 
asjto transit dues. I am anxious to see the mines opened, and 
1o have our river dredged. 

‘Much interest has been excited regarding the opening up 
of the coal mines to the west of Peking ; several hundred tons 
which have come down have sold to steamers at 12 tls. per ton, 
besides duty which amountsfto 7 mace per ton. This coal, 
although costing at the mines only 1 tael per ton, cannot be 
sold at Tientsin with a moderate profit under 12 tls. per ton, 
both land and water carriage between the mines and Tientsin 
being very bad. We have much need of a new government, or 
to have the present one turning over a new leaf for the better. 
The country to the north of this is rich in minerals of all kinds, 
but the mines are not allowed to be worked except on the 
stnallest possible scale, at a great expense. For instance, in one 
coal mine now at work there are 45 men employed ; of these, 
25 men are carrying out the water from the mines, and 15 men 
dig and carry out the coal. I have lately heard of a silver mine 
containing rich ore. Government, it is said, claim a royalty of one- 
third. The great wonder of the day here has been the appointment 
of Mr. Burlinghame by the Chinese Government as the head of a 
mission to visit America and Europe, with two Chinese, the 
highest of whom ranks as a Taotai, the other being of inferior 
rank. Mr. J. McL. Brown, of the British Legation, goes with him, 
as also does Dr. Sharp, who went on the late mission. Some ac- 
counts say Mr. Burlinghame goes as Minister and Ambassador to 
all the foreign Powers ; others say, and they got their informa- 
tion, they tell me, from himself, that he goes as head of a mis- 
sion to show these Chinese the difference between things in 
America and Europe and in China. The foreign Ministers in 
Peking, it is said, have all approved of the appointment. 

It is rumoured here that Mr. Seward, late Consul-General in 
Shanghai (who is now on his way out from America) will 
succeed him as Minister, Dr. S. W. Williams again acting as 
Minister in the meantime. 

“The season this year has been unlike any other we have 
had since 1860. We had no rain in the spring or summer, too 
much in autumn, consequently both spring and autumn crops 
were spoiled. The weather continues very open, the river still 
being free of ice, although it was frozen in part some time ago. 
You are quite conversant with all the China failures, Tientsin, 
not to be behiud-hand, has also one, in the person or firm of 
J. A. T. Meadows, or Meadows and Co. 

Mr. Burlinghame on his way down from Peking to Tientsin 
with his family had to wait at Kesimo, half-way between Peking 
aud Ticntsin, on account of rebels being in the wait for them. 
A. courier was sent to Peking for an escort, and another to 
Ticntsin for another. The robbers were seen in the distance, 
and reported to be in bands of 400 to 500 each; they got down 
safcly, but a French Bishop since then is said to have been at- 
tacked on the road, and robbed of his watch, his rings, and all 
he possessed, The Legation escort is now here to take up treasure ; 
we shall be glad to hear they have got up safe with it. 

“There have been two fires in the city lately, the first of 
which burnt 50 native hongs.” 








SHANGHAI, 

Dates by private steamers to Hong Kong are to the 27th 
Dec. ‘Ihe items since the last French mail of 24th are un- 
important : The Evening Express says :—We have just received, 
from a correspondent across the water, the following particu- 
lars of an earthquake shock, felt by him about 10 a.m. to-day 
(18th) at Pootung. The fact of there having been a similar 
shock felt in Shanghai on the 16th December, 1852, is a very 
curious coincidence and we shall be glad if some of our scien- 
tific readers will favour us with their ideas on the subject :— 
‘I do not know whether the people of the Shanghai side of the 
river felt the shock of an earthquake this morning ; I however 
felt a rather sharp shock, and having felt several others in 
Shanghai before, I am certain you will hear of shocks having 
been felt elsewhere. I was lying reading when my house shook 
considerably ; 1 immediately jumped up and looked at my chrono- 
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meter and found thetime three minutes to 10, several of my people 
also felt the shocks, and on my going down stairsI found a large 
chandelier was oscillating several degrces from north to south, and it 
was nine minutes before it became stationary. I shall be interested 
to learn how this will effect pendulum clocks ; I should imagine 
those standing facing east and west will have the time conside- 
rably accclerated, and those standing facing north and south 
will probably stop altogether from the weight being suddenly 
pressed against some parts of the works of the clock. On re- 
ferring to an old Shaughai almanac of 1852, I find the fol- 
lowing ,entry :—“ 1852, Dec. 16, heavy shock of an earthquake 
at 8 pM.” It appears somewhat remarkable that after an 
elapse of fifteen years an earthquake should again occur here at 
or near the same time of the year, in December, say within 
thirty-eight hours of each other. I noticed this morning 
several distinct vibrations, say seven or eight, in about as many 
seconds.” On inquiring, I find that the shock referred to was 
also felt in this settlement, and caused the stoppage of pen- 
dulum clocks iu Gombert, Muller's dnd Dato’s stores. The 
clock on the French Municipal Hall also stopped at the same 
hour. 

Rumour has it that the mandarin in charge in the vicinity 
of the Beacon, who was so bitter an opponent of Mr. Reynolds’ 
telegraph scheme, is now in treaty for the purchase of the 
plant, believing that he could effect an amelioration of the 
Fungshuey difficulty, if by having the line under his own 
control he could make immediate reports to the Taotai of 
foreign vessels on shore, and thus gain the 200 taels which 
his Excellency has notified he will generously bestow on any- 
one who gives him the earlicst information of such a catas- 
trophe. Had this telegraphic venture not been interfered 
with, its proprietor would, doubtless, have been willing to 
give all such news to the Chinese officials for a lower figure 
than they now offer. 

It is certainly not before high time that the British Govern- 
ment is tuking into consideration the question of new regula- 
tions for the merchant navy. Within the last week three 
vessels have arrived in this port from England, in all of which 
scurvy is prevalent to a frightful extent. It is surely a disgrace 
to a great commercial nation like Great Britain that this state 
of things should continue. Nothing of the kind is now ever 
heard of on American vessels, and we have no right to be 
behind the age. Is there no official in port who has the power 
to make inquiries into a matter such as this ? 

It is a circumatance worth noticing that there is a Chinese 
prophecy in a suppressed native hook, to the effect that the 
reign of the present dynasty will cease with the coming year, 
and that a forciguer will ascend the throne of China. Circum- 
stances certainly seem to point to this prophecy’s being likely 
to become realised. 

We hear that arrangements are likely to be made by the 
U.S Post-office for the transmission of coast letters at a lower 
rate than at present charged by the amalgamated Local and 
British Offices. Five cents each letter is the sum spoken of. 

The property of the Shanghai Wharf Company has been 
sold to the British naval authorities for the sum of 25,000 
taels. Referring to this purchase the Express remarks : —“ The 
original cost of the property we shall be right in estimating at 
fifty thousand pounds sterling. It has been sold by private 
contract for half as many taels, at which small outlay the 
British Government have secured the finest naval yard they 
have, or are likely to have, in this quarter of the globe.” 

We are glad to find that the first brew, this year, at the 
Empire Brewery, has been fortunate. The establishment of a 
brewery at Shanghai was a plucky experiment, and deserves 
success. Last year, Mr. Evans was unlucky in commencing to 
brew too soon, and a long spell of hot weather spoiled nearly 
the whole of the first batch of beer. This year, he deferred 
operations till later in the season, and has succeeded in turning 
out a very pleasant fresh ale. 

H.B.M. Consul, Mr. Hughes, was attacked in Kiukiang city, a 
few days ago, under the following circumstances, On return- 
ing from the rifle match one of the competitors seems to have 
shot adog. He was probably, writes our correspondent, “a 
stranger and not habituated, as residents here are, to have furious 
looking dogs rushing out at them from every doorway. Your 
Shanghai dogs are lambs compared to the wolfish animals 
we are blessed with here. Be this as it may, as our Consul, 
who was taking an evening walk, passed near the spot, an angry 
mob assembled, exhibited the dead dog, and hustled him and 
Mrs, Hughes. One man, supposed to be a brave, actually col- 
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lared and shook Mr. Hughes, while a brickbat was thrown at 
his wife. He at length pacified them by promising to try and 
find out the wrong-doer. The men followed him to the Con- 
sulate, but left with this promise. And hore is an end of the 
matter! It is even reported that Mr. Hughes has laid no 
official complaint before the Taotai, and intends to let the mat- 
ter drop. M. Dabry’s action, under somewhat similar provoca- 
tion, may have been injudiciously violent ; but [ refer even it 
to complete oversight.” We cannot but think our correspon- 
dent must be misinformed. It is so clearly the duty of 
H.B.M.’s Consul to demand redress for violence of this kind, 
offered to any British subject, that we cannot think he intends 
to ignore the insult offered him. 

Once again has the Court decided that the consignees of a 
ship are entitled to a commission on the charter of freight of a 
ship consigned to them. ‘he last case being that of Jardine, 
Matheson, and Oo. against the ship Strathmore. 

Charles William Hudson has been adjudicated bankrupt. 
The departure of Mr. Wade is thus noticed in the Supreme 
Oourt Gazette :—~“ We have to note the departure for Europe of 
Mr. T. F. Wade, Secretary to H.B.M. Legation at Peking. This 
gentleman has been for some months resident in Shanghai, and 
has been engaged in the completion of his valuable work on the 
Chinese language, the Tst-Erh-Che, of which the second or 
documentary portion has just been issued from the press. Mr. 
Wade’s departure from the place is nota little regretted ; as, 
by his universal courtesy no Jess than by his well-known talents, 
he attracted much respect and esteem. 

By the Osaka, from Nagasaki,jwe learn that the Japanese 
have bought the steamer Coquette for $85,000. 


HONG KONG. 

Dates are down to the morning of the Ist January. The 
latest mail from London was thatfof 10th November received on 
the 24th December. 

On the Memorial to the Colonial-office which we published 
in our last the China Maid has the following :— 

“It is not necessary that we should recapitulate the events 
which have finally led to a near approach to colonial insolvency 
and the production of the memorial in question. It is sufficient 
to allude to the existing fact that Hong Kong is at the present 
moment required to pay a large sum annually towards the 
maintenance of troops detailed to uphold British interests in 
China and Japan. There are but two questions which will be taken 
into cousideration by the Colonial-office dealing simply with the 
case as it stands. Firstly,‘ Does Hong Kong in itself— presuming 
that the open ports of China and Japan were non-existent—re- 
quire tho presence of british troops, and if so to what extent ? 
And, secondly, Can the amount required be raised in the colony 
by any means compatible with just legislation and a fair regard 
for the interests of commerce?’ It is upon the answers given 
to these two questions that the decision of the Home Govern- 
ment will be based. We can safely aver that but little atten- 
tion will be paid to the circumstances under which the impost 
was first levied. The case will stand in its simplest form thus : 
—Hong Kong says it ought not to pay and cannot pay the con- 
tribution. Ought it to pay and can it be made to pay the 
whole or 4 part of it 7” 

The Gazette notifies that his Excellency has accepted Lieu- 
tenant Brinkley’s resignation of the private secretaryship, and 
that James Russe)], Eeq., is provisionally appointed to that 
office until further notice. Also that F. S. Huffam, Eaq., is to 
be official assignee in all bankruptcies adjudicated previous to 
December 28. 

The acting Commissioner of Customs at Canton has pro- 
ceeded, we learn, to Hainan in the Customs’ steam cruiser 
Hlai-ching for the purpose of exploring the island, with a view 
of ascertaining the capabilities of its ports in a commercial 
point of view. The Chinese gunboats Feioong and Suusing, 
Captains Edwards and Stewart, are operating with a fleet of 
junks against pirates on the lower part of the West River. 

The North China Herald has a stinging‘criticism on Mr. 
Lobscheid’s Dictionary, and the London correspondent of the 
same paper deals pretty freely with the character of Mr. Mur 
row’s new venture in London. The latter writer does not fail 
to notice the difference betweon Mr. M.’s London utterances and 
those which he permits in his name in Hong Kong.

BANGKOK. 

From Siam we learn that political matters there have been 
very quiet since the French Plenipotentiaries left. Neither 
party seems to be pleased with the Spirit Treaty. Unless all 
the treaty Powers consent to it, it will amount to nothing. 
From present appearances there wil] not be any difficulty in 
pecuring the consent of the various Treaty Powers. 

A most singular letter has appeared in the Siam Monitor 
addressed to the United States Consul by one of his country- 
men. It seems that the Consul erased the name of the man 
from the register at the consulate and treated him in such a 
manner that he felt constrained to expose him. The United 
States Consul has been very unpopular for a long time; whilg 
it is a harsh way of treating a public officer in this manner it 
is feared there is too much ground for excusing if not justifying 
it. Some are of opinion that the half has not yet been told. The 
United States Consul has given numerous protection paperg to 
the Chinese and attempted to take them under the jurisdiction 
of the U.S. Consulate, which has given offence to the Siamese 
authorities. Parties just returned from up the country report 
seeing the American flag flying on Chinese boats, Three boats 
were recently seized at Paknam with the Consul’s papers, and 
the owners ordered to be punished. The U.S. Consul is about 
leaving for America, and the man who is reported to take his 
place will probably try to follow in the footsteps of his illustrious 
predecessor, His Majesty and Court have been dedicating a 
Buddhist monastery at the great lotus tanks called Sah Potumaw- 
rin for nearly a week past. His Majesty has built a splendid 
temple, with pagodas, cloisters, and the usual paraphernalia, at 
these lotus tanks, and it is one of the most pleasant rytreats for 
picnics in the country. 

is Excellency the Prime Minister has just celebrated his 
sixtieth birthday, and it has been a grand affair. Numerous 
presents both from the natives and the foreign community were 
presented to his Excellency. The British subjects united not 
long ago in procuring a splendid piece of plate in the form of 
a lighthouse to present on the occasion, The work is so unique 
and elaborate that the London artists were unable to complete 
it in time to forward for presentation, but sent a beautify] 
drawing, and the subscribers, headed by H.B.M. Acting-Consul, 
formed a deputation, prepared an address and presented it to 
his Excellency. The reception, address, and reply were ad- 
mirably done, and did honour to all concerned. The light- 
house represented will soon be commenced, and Siam will have 
a bright evening star to guide the anxious mariner in the dark 
and stormy nights to a safe anchorage or to cross the bar. Ship- 
ments of rice have been very extensive of late and the price has 
goneup. Recent reports from up-country state that tho water 
has subsided earlier than usual, and the rice crop will not be so 
extensive as expected. It is quite fair, however, and there will 
be a large amount for exportation.

SINGAPORE. 

From this port we have advices to the 8th ultima. The 
French mail of the 19th November arrived out on the night of 
the 24th December, making about the longest passage on record 
yet of the Messageries line. The P. and O. mail of 26th 
November was delivered on the 29th, with London telegrams 
to the 11th December. The following summary of news is from 
the Straits Times :— 

‘The last fortnight has been rather a quiet one so far as poli- 
tics are concerned. His Excellency the Governor proceeded to 
Penang on the 21st December, and still remains there. There 
has been no further discussion regarding the unlucky paragraph 
in his speech, closing the Legislative Council, which smacked se 
much of heresy on the cardinal point of faith of the colony— 
Free-trade ; but we believe strong representations have gone 
home on the subject and probably we have not heard the last o 
it yet. There lingers in the minds of our merchants a painfu 
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impression which will not readily be got rid of, and which will 
cause them to watch the future proceedings of Government on 
this sensitive question very narrowly and distrustfully. Some 
contemplated changes of heads of the lower departments of 
Government have evoked some criticism which will probably 
have little effect. Particulars have been received of the new con- 
tract with the P. and O..Company, by which it appears there will 
be some changes affecting the Straits colony. Tenang is left 
out altogether, and not a word is said about any postal arrange- 
ments whatever with that island. As regards this place, the 
only change is that we are to have shorter time than heretofore, 
viz, only 12 hours of daylight, which is not a matter of much 
moment. It has been a subject of remark that notwithstanding 
the larger subsidy and the shorter detentions at different ports 
the average contract time remains unaltered, viz., 33 days to 
this port. 

“‘rhere have been no public amusements in the shape of 
theatres or concerts, but we have enjoyed our usual Christmas 
aod New Year's Day festivities for the first time as colonists 
very heartily and merrily. The New Year’s sports on the Es- 
planade went off with the greatest eclat. The regatta was also 
a great [success, and altogether it was shown satisfactorily that 
our metamorphosis into colonists has not had more effect in 
diminishing our capacity for enjoying ourselves than it has had in 
making us growl less when we kear of taxation and shipping dues. 

“ We believe that Colonel Macpherson will leave for England 
by the first or second mail in January on twelve or fifteen 
months’ leave of absence. Captain Playfair, formerly Acting 
Resident Councillor at Malacca, comes down here by tho return 
of the Rainbow —expected during the week ; and it is believed 
he will be appointed Acting Colonial Secretary during Colonel 
Macpherson’s absence. It is probable that the Governor may 
return here from Penang for a day or two before the year is 
out, so as to arrange this and some other matters. 

‘“ Admiral Andreae, the newly-appointed Admiral of H.N.M.’s 
fleet in the East Indies, arrived here by the last French mail, 
and embarked for Batavia on board H.N.M.'s steamer Amsterdam, 
which vessel was specially sent up here for the purpose of con- 
veying the Admiral to that port.” 

On the omission of Penang from the new postal .service the 
Straits Times, in some further remarks, rather congratulates the 
Penang merchants than condoles with them. It says :—“ We 
think we can demonstrate pretty clearly that they will be 
better off when left alone by the two great companies. 
As no mail steamer for Europe or from Europe will 
henceforth touch at their port they must necessarily find 
means of communication with this port, and this in- 
dependently of opportunities by the opium or Government 
steamers. They must have a small steamer of their own, 
running at stated times for the Europe mails. They will in 
consequence henceforward be master of their own time—they 
will know exactly when to close their home mails—there will 
be no more sitting up all night, no more routing out of bed at 
untimely hours, and no more sudden rushes down from the in- 
vigorating cold of the hill into the close enervating atmosphere 
of the town ; and, last ofall, no need for further remonstrances 
or petitions to haughty officials deafand,dumb to everything 
but their own ease and interest. That there will be a 
steamer put on either by the P. and O. Company “or 
Government there can be no doubt, although not a word is 
said on the subject in the new contract. And this being 
granted, if the Penang merchants are still not satisfied, we re- 
commend them to come down here and see how they like the 
advantages enjoyed by the Singapore merchants from the end- 
less number of steamers calling daily to and from all parts of 
the world. No sooner is one mail despatched than another 
must be begun.” 

PENANG. 

The news from Penang contains no noteworthy feature except 
the disapprobation excited by the discontinuance of the mail 
service so far as this port is concerned. The following on this 
subject is from the Penang Gazette :— 

“ The fiat has gone forth—the Postmaster-General and the 
directors of the P. and QO. Co. have decided that the mail 
steamers shall no longer touch at Penang—that is, under the 
new contract, An official notice to that effect was received 
from the Singapore Postal Department, by the Clan Alpine 
this afternoon, and was communicated by order of his Excellency 
the Governer to the members of the Chamber of Commerce, 


“Well, it is something quite new for us to learn that the 
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trade of the island and province is so mesquin, and the busi- 
ness of our merchants and traders so paitry, that the Home 
authorities do not consider it worth the trouble to insist upon 
the call of the P. and O. mail steamers on their passage to and 
from China,’ although that trade amounts to little short of 
£5,000,000 sterling per annum—a sum much exceeding that 
of many of our West Indian colonies, who nevertheless have 
their regular mail steamer, subsidised by the Home Govern- 
ment. ‘The P. and O. directors have evideutly powerful friends 
at Court ! 

“Something must speedily be done to insure timely con- 
nection with the mail steamers in Singapore, if we do not wish 
for the utter ruin of our trade. We must hope that the 
Colonial Government will place the J’eiko at the disposal of 
the postal authorities for the conveyance of the mail, until 
some better arrangement be made; meanwhile, it behoves 
our Chamber of Commerce and Exchange to move energetically 
in the matter, which undoubtedly they will do, and, with strong 
remonstrance and indignant protest, exert such a pressure on 
the Postmaster-General’s department as to cause a retarn to 
the fortnightly mail as heretofore.” 

On the subject of the Governor's recent speech in closing the 
Legislative Council, the Gazette says :—“ Here in Penang, as in 
Singapore, all seem to have but one mind on the matter, and 
that is, a general regret that the opinion of his Excellency 
should differ from that “so extensively professed in the Settle~ 
ments” as to the absolute necessity for a continuance of free 
trade, if we would hope for a continuance of their prosperity. 
The French soon found out that with the restrictive duties at 
first established at Saigon there could be no,hope of their new 
colony ever becoming a success ; so they wisely followed our 
example, and declared Saigon to bea free port, and that in so 
doing they have done well is most clearly demonstrated by the 
greatly increased trade of the port. The Dutch, too, finding 
that the trade of the Celebes and other islands to the eastward 
all came to Singapore, borrowed the hint from us, and opened 
several of their easterly outports to free trade, and so succeeded 
in diverting from Singapore not a little of the trade of the 
Archipelago.” 

Governor Ord does not seem;to have had‘a very enthusiastic 
reception at Penang. The Gazette says :—“ His Excellency the 
Governor of the Straits Settlements arrived here by the colonial 
steamer Peiho on the 23rd of December. A guard of honour 
of the 35th BLN.I., with the regimental band, attended. On 
landing his Excellency was received by the regimental and artil- 
lery officers, the heads of the Government offices, and W. T. 
Lewis, Esq., the Siamese Consul. We suppose that the absence 
of other consular officers is to be ascribed to the fact that they 
are all merchants, no one of whom, European or native, at- 
tended to welcome his Excellency.” 


THE PENANG MAIL SERVICE. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


S1z,—On the 4th instant the community of this island were officially 
informed that the P. and O. Company had made it a condition of their new 
mail contract that their steamers should not call at Penang. Some days 
previously a telegram had been received announcing the passing of the 
contract in the House of Commons, and at that time a rumour of the above 
condition was prevalent, bat not given credit to, as no one could believe 
that the P. and O. Company, not to mention Government, would thus 
summarily withdraw a direct mail communication from an old British 
colony, which has for a quarter of a century been in the enjoyment of its 
benetits, and the trade of which, now amounting to about £5,000,000 
sterling per annum, is yearly increasing. 

The reason given by the P. and O. Company is the prospect of a local 

service being established between Penang and Singapore. The fact as re- 
gards this local service is, that for the past few months a small steamer 
has been running on the line, and the writer believes has not been able to 
earn freight enough to pay its charges. This steamer has almost no pas- 
senger accommodation, and to establish an efficient local service the Straits 
Government would have to purchase and work, with no®prospects of any 
return for the money, two steamers; and even with such a service the 
Penang community would receive their English mails at least five days 
later and require to dispatch their mails four days earlier than they now 
do, occasionally running the risk of missing a mail altogether. 
' And why necessitate such an expense and delay? Because the P. and 
O. wish to save a delay on the route which rarely exceeds eighteen hours, 
and which, judging from past experience, will in fature in many instances 
take place at Galle and Singapore. Why grudge the community of Pe- 
nang the wasted hours which will be spent outside Singapore Harbour till 
dawn gives to that community the twelve precious hours of daylight ac- 
corded to it? 

The very fact of the P. and O. Company making such a condition in 
settling the mail contract as the withdrawal of their steamers from @ 
British colony only a few hours off their route, pat a strong argument in 
the mouth of Government in defence of their offer of the contract to the 
Messageries Imperiales steamers. “These steamers, if largely subsidieed, at 
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least, neglect none of the ‘French colonies; and the British Government 
should have been careful to see that none of its dependencies were left, as 
Penang now is, without a regular line of steamers calling at it, carrying 
surgeons qualified to attend to invalids. ic 

Much has been written of late as to public sympathy with mail com- 
panies who meet with such losses as the Royal Mail Company lately did. 
And that company, looking to the manner in which they work the mail 
services in the West Indies, calling regularly at many smaller dependencies 
than Penang, deservedly met with such sympathy. Bat it is unfor- 
tunate that any should have been accorded to the P. and O. Com- 
pany, seeing they have so soon belied it. Mr. Scudamore may talk 
of these companies not being carried on on commercial principles, 
but his policy, as in this instance of increasing a subsidy, and at 
the same time allowing a company to withdraw their service from 
a British colony almost directly on their route, tends to their being 
so. The company’s object in passing Penang is no doubt to enable 
them to compete more favourably with the Messageries Imperiales 
steamers, but their experience in Japan and China ought already to have 
taught them that swift steamers will not alone bring to them the bulk of 
the silk traffic. The total disregard of the wants of a British community 
—shown firstly in their making the condition leaving Penang out of the 
route, and secondly in the manner in which they carried through the 
transaction—does not augur well for their consulting any interests in 
future except their own. Should they assert that the condition com- 
plained of was inserted in the interests of the British community in 
China, that community will no doubt repudiate the libel. They are surely 
as willing to submit to a few hours’ delay in their mail service for the 
benefit of their fellow countrymen engaged in the arts of peace as for the 
sake of those on an Abyssinian expedition.—Yours respectfally,

Commercial Report, 


CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

SHANGHAL—The market for manufactured goods has been in a dull 
and inactive state during the fortnight, and values of most staple articles 
have declined. Grey Shirtings of 8} lbs. weight have given way in price 
22 to 25 candareens per piece, and in sympathy with them 7 lbs. to about 
the same extent. To arrive, a fair inquiry has ruled for these goods at 
low rates. White Shirtings have met with but little attention, and rates 
have declined 5 candareens to 1 mace per piece. T-Cloths have found 
buyers to a fair extent at lower figures. Fancy goods have been in little or 
me favour, and quotations for all descriptions have had to be lowered. 
Two vessels have arrived from England with manufactured goods. 
‘Woollens : Spanish Stripes have been taken to a moderate extent at low 
rates. Medium, Broad, and Habit Cloths continue out of favour. Cam- 


lets, of assorted colours, have not been asked for, but for Scarlet 
there has been a fair inquiry at tls. 14 to 14.2.5 per piece for

The arrivals have been: 5,704 tons from Great Britain, 
2,675 tons from Australia, 330 tons from Japan, and 150 tons from For- 
mosa—in all, 8,859 tons. 


Cantron.—In imports there is no new feature to notice, business having 


been on the most limited scale. 


Hoxna Kone.—Raw Cotton: During the first week of the interval 


transactions were very trifling and at weakening prices, but there has since 
been more inquiry, stocks in native hands being almost exhausted, and 
purchases thus made absolutely necessary ; prices are very firm at the close, 
the only depreciation being in best Bombay staple, which is not in favour. 
Stocks of all kinds are estimated at about 60,000 bales. Yarn: A few bales 
of Nos. 16 to 24 Bombay have been taken at private at $100. The stock of 


Nos. 16 to 24 is large, but higher numbers are in small supply, and 42’s 
are quoted nominally $5 per bale dearer. Cotton Goods: Demand has 


been very limited, and of the 5,000 pieces 7lb. Grey Shirtings reported 


settled, some 4,000 were taken by a foreign buyer for shipment to the 


North. These goods area trifle dearer, but most other descriptions of 


Grey Shirtings and T-Cloths are lower, while values given to White 
Shirtings show a marked decline. Fancy Cottons have been steady, and 
English Drills and American manufactures very firm. Woollens: A few 
small sales have been made at last quotations, Long Ells are firmly 
held. Spanish Stripes steady. Blankets tending upwards. Lastings 
and Camlets unchanged. Camlets very difficult to move, and quotations 
almost nominal. Stocks—particularly medium qualities—very large, and 
different values are assigned to each colour and shade, those values vary- 
ing as the fancies of buyers dictate. Coal: Stocks of all descriptions, 
excepting Anthracite, have been increased, several cargoes having arrived, 
bat only limited sales have been made, holders being unwilling to make 
the concessions which are demanded. A small lot of Anthracite, the only 
one on offer, is reported sold $124 perton ex ship.

Scented Teas: A few parcels of inferior 
quality have been offered on the market, the larger proportion of which 
has found buyers. Quotations were as follows (in short taels):—Dust and 
broken leaf Congous, 4.25 to 11 taels; ordinary common Congou, 11 to 
15 taels; good common Congov, 15 to 17 taels,; common to medium 
Souchong, 13.5 to 15 taels; common to good common Oolong, 194 taels ; 
eommon Pekoe 18 taela; Scented Teas common to medium, 18 to 23 taels. 

Canton.—The market has been very quiet throughout the fortnight 
with very few settlements, and no change in rates. There is nothing new 
to advise in Country Congous and Country Greens. Canton-made Teas : 
Some 4,000 boxes of Scenteds have found buyers at former currencies. 
As stocks were gradually decreasing, and there were no fresh arrivals, no 
further decline can be expected. Anything beyond medium quality was 
very difficult to meet with. Some settlements in Canton Greens have 
taken place, for the Hamburg market. Quotations :—Scented Orange 
Pekoe, 18 taels to 28; Scented Capers, 20 taels to 22; Gunpowder, 12.5 
taels to 24; Young Hyson, 18 taels to 19; Imperial, 14 taels to 28. 

SILK. 

SHANGHAI.—A fair active business has been done at gradually ad- 
vancing prices for common and medium grades, which have been princi- 
pally in demand, and closing rates for which are 10 to 80 taels over those 
for last mail. 

Canron.—The only business of the interval has been the purchase of 
one or two small parcels for shipment to Bombay, but prices at this are 
nominal, Dealers still report rates in the interior firm.. Stocks have been 
somewhat increased, but with the unfavourable advices lately received 
there is no demand. Sales for native consumption have taken place, which 
in a measure help to sustain prices which are much too high to suit most 
buyers. We give the following as the settlements and quotations :— 
Tsatlee Reel, No. 1, $480 to 580, no sales; Loongkong, No.1, $486 t 
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495, sales 20 piculs; Kowkong, No. 8, $455 to 460, sales 30 piculs; Re- 
reeleti Cumchook, $520 to 530, ne sales.

A 
difference, however is to be observed between the low rates as now existing 
and those prevailing on former occasions, namely, they now appear to 
have reached a low level from which no permanent recovery ean reasun- 
ably be anticipated, and any sudden rise will be immediately followed by 
a corresponding decline. In former years when low rates were reached it 
was quite exceptional and a reaction was confidently looked for, indeed 
prior to the year 1864 the sterling market never remained for many days 
together below 4s. 6d. The continued and large arrivals of treasure from 
California have doubtless mainly tended to bring about the present state of 
affairs, The estimated amount of business by the present opportunity 
comprises £370,000 say £200,000 bank paper and £170,000 private paper 
and three lakhs rupees. . 

Bullion.—There has been no arrival of bar silver since the 15th inst. A 
balance still remains on the market, and business has been done at the ex- 
treme rate of 114 per cent. premium. There is no sycee on the market, 
and the nominal value is 9} per cent. premium. There has been a limited 
amount of business doing in gold bar and leaf. 

Shares.—Only a limited business has been doing in shares during the 
past fortnight and with the exception of a further advance in bank there 
is no material change to report. Small sales of old bank have taken place 
during the fortnight but they are steady at quotations, at which there are 
sellers, Very little has been done in new and a small lot has been placed 
at 4 per cent. premium, and there are eellers at 1 per cent. premium. One 
lot of new Hong Kong and Whampoa Dock is on the market at 15 per 
cent. premium. There have been no sales Union Dock, but there is a 
good demand at 25 per cent. discount. none offering. No Hotel are on 
offer at 60 per cent. discount, but there are sellers at 50. Two shares

MEETING OF THE NORTH CHINA BRANCH OF THE 
ROYAL ASIATIC SOCIETY. 

The following is an abbreviated report of a meeting held at 
Shanghai Deo. 5; C. A. WincugstEr, Esq., in the chair :— 

Dr. WincHEstTER drew attention to the vacant post of secre- 
tary, which office had been filled for a lengthened period by Mr. 
Edward Lawrance, who died within the last few days. At the 
request of the Council, he brought forward a proposition that 
the acting secretary be authorised to address a letter of condo- 
leace to Mrs. Lawrance on behalf of the society. This proposi- 
tion having been seconded by Mr. Kingsmill, was carried unani- 
moualy. Dr. Winchester then announced that Mr. Dulcken had 
Promised to fulfil the duties of hon. secretary for the remainder 
of the current year. He also brought to the notice of the 
meeting a letter received from ex-Taotai Woo, requesting tle 
society to give up possession of the rooms at as early a date as 
Possible. After some discussion regarding future acoommoda- 
tion for the society, 

The Cuaraan then mentioned that since the last meeting 
two valuable papers had been received; one on the Columbides 
of Formosa, by Mr. Watters, the othera chart, accompanied by 
a description of the agricultural products of China, which he 
hoped would be read at an early meeting of the society. 

Mr. Kinasmm then read his paper entitled Remarks on the 
Debasement of the Copper Cash Currency in China, with special 
reference to its effects on the tes trade of the Yangtaze ports, 
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showing the! dependency of the prices paid for tea in China on 
the ruling rates for copper cash, pointing out enormous fluctua- 
tions which had taken place in the latter, and suggesting as a 
remedy that at the revision of the Treaty of Tientsin tho policy 
of a thorough reform in the currency be urged on tho 
Chinese Government. He suggested that a new cash 
currency, founded on the average standard of the 18th 
century, should be issued from mints established under 
foreign supervision in various parts of the empire, each 
coin bearing on its face in Chinese characters the name of the 
mint and mintmaster as a protection against fraud. Tables of 
the standard value and the rate at which the coin could be 
issued accompanied the paper. As a further suggestion, 
which he believed was a new one, he advised the issue 
of silver coin equivalent in value to 1,000 cash, and of 
a standard of fineness equal to Shanghai sycee. These 
coins to be mutually interchangeable at all times at the 
Government mints, the value of this coin he calculated would 
be equal to Shanghai Tis. 0.675. The advantages of such a 
course would be evident, and he considered that such a course 
would equalise the rate of exchange throughout the Empire, 
without interfering in the slightest degree with the present 
commercial medium of the Empire, namely the tael,weight of 
silver. 

The CHarmman said that ono of the most extraordinary cir- 
cumstances connected with China was that so great an Empire, 
and one so largely engaged in commercial operations, should be ' 
actually without a currency. Though aided to a certain extent 
by sycee and gold, it was nevertheless the fact that all trading 
transactions are founded on the value of copper cash. Whe- 
ther the great staples of production were paid for in dollars, as 
in the case of silk, or in sycee, it is nevertheless the fact that 
the purchase-money was arranged in copper cash, and was after- 
wards calculated in silver at the rate of the day. He could 
not say what were the present prospects of any change for 
the better, looking at the slow steps which had been made 
in the introduction of the new system in the colony of Hong 
Kong. He had still no doubt that it would be an advan- 
tage if the Chinese Government became alive to the benefit to 
be derived from an established silver medium. ‘The whole 
monetary system required to be simplified and made safer, and 
it was of the highest importance that instead of banker's orders 
supposed to be drawn against sycee in the hands of a broker, 
some system of regular cash payments should be instituted. 
The whole system of Chinese banking was most extraordinary 
and as yet was but little understood. 

Mr. Robertson thought there could be no difference of 
Opinion on the subject, but he could not see how the introduc- 
tion of a better system of currency could lead to obtaining goods 
ata cheaper rate. Doubtless an improved system would lead 
to greater regularity in price, but the writer had overlooked 
one point. There was, in the present state of China, no 
means of exercising a proper control over the operations of 
the mints. Each provincial officer would issue his own cash of 
a deteriorated quality, aud he doubted the ability of the 
Government to establish any regular system. : 

Mr. Kinesmiit stated that the impossibility of arriving at 
once at perfection, was no argument against the introduction 
of a gradual reform. The remedy which he had sugecsted 
was not new to the Chinese, and had been adopted by the 
earlier monarchs of the present dynasty. As in all other settled 
Governments, the laws of China were explicit as to the inflic- 
tion of condign punishment on illegal coiners, all that was 
necessary was to have them set in motion by the proper 
authorities. 

Mr. Jounson thought that Mr. Kingsmill’s paper was one of 
great interest, and that the facts brought forward were worthy 
of considerable attention. There could be no doubt that the 
fluctuating value of Copper Cash exercised a disturbing in- 
fluence upon the prices of native produce, but the question of 
comparative variation of prices was one of great difficulty, as 
we can rarely be certain that we have got hold of all the con- 
ditions, and are apt, too often, to confound cause with effect. 

Mr. KrnasMi then spoke of the advantage to the Chiuese 
student of such papers as Mr. Mayers had prepared. He had 
more than once experienced the difficulties spoken of in obtain- 
ing dates of events, and he thought that every credit was duc 
to Mr. Mayers for the task which he had taken on himself, and 
felt that the society should be grateful to him for having been 
made the medium for the publication of such valuable tables. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Mayers was then carried uuani- 
mously, and the meeting then separated.

THE CHINESE EMBASSY AND THE REVISION GF 
THE TREATY. 


WHEN the startling news of Mr. BuRLINGHAME’s appointment 
first reached this country, we expressed our inability to under- 
stand what reasons could possibly exist for the adoption of such 
astep at the present time. The impending revision of the 
‘Treaty clearly did not necessitate it, for as we then remarked, 
the Treaty ought to be revised on the spot where it was made. 
Such a question could not be profitably discussed here ; besides, 
had we not our ENvoy ExTRAORDINARY and MInIstTER PLENIPoO- 
TENTIARY there, at Peking, armcd with full powers, and supplied 
with all needful information in the form of Memorials? To 
what mysterious power then were we to attribute this remark- 
able aud (to the uninitiatell) very sudden resolution on the 
part of Prince Kuna and his advisers? The tenor of our news 
by last mail throws some light on the subject. There are 
‘many conflicting interests involved in the system of Chinese 
foreign politics; the impending revision would seem to be 
fraught with danger to some of them ; an effort to postpone it, 
if possible, was resolved on ; and hence the “ unexpected” pro- 
posal to Mr. BurtINaHaME. We cannot believe that this notable 
scheme will achieve the success that it assuredly does not de- 
serve. Unfortunately, it is not difficult to credit the assertion 
that certain influence exercised upon Sir RurHerrorp ALCOCK 
has sufficed to procure his consent to a postponement of the 
revision ; but there is very little chance that the French will 
assent to such an audacious proposition, As for the reception 


of Mr. BURLINGHAME in this country, we expect that Lord’ 


STANLEY will turn a deaf ear to his overtures in the character 
of Chinese Ambassador or Envoy (very) Extraordinary. On 
the other hand, as the cicerone of several Chinese gentlemen— 
men, we trust, of good position and intelligence, whose travels 
and observations ought to be productive of much good here- 
after—-we may promise bim a hospitable reception and a hearty 
welcome. We understand that the United States Government 
has received from Mr. BURLINGHAME a formal resignation of his 
post as United States’ Minister at Peking, the duties of which 
are (as we have already pointed out) quite incompatible 
with those he has undertaken in the service of the Chinese 
Government. The Chinese Embassy will visit America first, 
and is expected to reach this country in May. A successor to 
Mr. BuRLINGHAME at Peking will at once be appointed. 








THE PENANG MAIL SERVICE, 

ARRANGEMENTS are we believe in progress by the British 
India Steam Company for converting their monthly service 
between Calcutta, Penang, and Singapore into a fortnightly one, 
by whichmeans a great service will be rendered to Penang, as the 
P. and O. contract does not include that port. We believe 
that the British India Company will also arrange with the P. 
‘and O. Company to convey through passengers. We under- 
stand that the fleet of this company, including their last two 
purchases (the Oriental, of 1,500 tous, and the Scotia, of 1,200 
tons), now consists of the very respectable number of twenty- 
five vessels.

A STRAITS SETTLEMENTS ASSOCIATION. 

WE noticed in our issuc of the 27th ult. that a deputation 
to. the Secretary or Srare for the CoLonigs was contemplated 
by residents in this country interested in the Straits. In 
furtherance of this objcct 4 mecting has been held at the office 
of Mr. BousteaD, at which a committee was formed under the 
title of the “Srrarts SETTLEMENTS AssocrATION,”’ President, Jonny 
CRAWFORD, Esq. The geutiemen present at the meeting were 
Messrs. NaPiER (Chairman), Paterson (Deputy - Chairman), 
Smions, Bousteap, Reap (Member Legislative Council, Singa- 
pore), Leveson, Scotr, Harvey, GREENSHIELDS, TIDMAN, and 
McTaacart. The following resolutions were passed :— 

“That Mr. W. Napier be the chairman, Mr. James Guthrie the 
deputy-chairman, and the following to form a committee—Mr. Edward 
Boustead, Mr. William Paterson, Mr. John Harvey, Mr. James Fraser, 
Mr. Henry Minchin Simons, Mr. Jonathan Padday, Mr. William McTag- 
gart, Mr. Edward John Leveson, Mr. John James Greenshields, Mr, 
William Wardrop Shaw; that Mr. William Paterson should act ag 
treasurer of the association; that the meeting, having considered certain 
objections to the Act of the Governor and Legislative Council of the 
Straits Settlements, for constituting a Supreme Court therein, and to the 
report of the Commissioners appointed by the Governor in connection 
therewith, it is advisable that such objections should be submitted to the 
Secretary of State for the colonies without delay; that the Act passed by 
the Governor and Legislative Council of the Straits Settlements ‘for the 
regulation of passenger ships’ also appears open to serious objections, 
which ought to be brought before the Secretary of State for the colonies 
before such Act is confirmed.” 


Hlonetary and Commercial, 
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In consequence of a dispute between Messrs, Richardson and 
McClelland, the inspectors, and the partners and creditors of 
the firm of Messrs. Small and Co., the dividend has been de- 
layed ; but sufficient funds are in the hands of the inspectors to 
pay a dividend of nearly 4s., and this will shortly be distributed. 
The estate is expected to yield only a few peuce more, and con- 
sequently our comments on the failure, which were complained 
of at the time, were rather under the mark, as we estimated the 
dividend at 5s. The dispute in the affairs of Messrs. Fletcher 
and Co., noticed in our issue of Nov. 26, has not been disposed 
of, and still retards the further dividend of 2s. Another shilling 
has been paid on the estate of Messrs, Buchanan, Hamilton, and 
Co., Glasgow, making 5s. ia all. | 

The property of the “China Steamship and Labuan Coal 
Company ” in the island of Labuan was offered by public auc- 
tion on the 30th January, but in consequence of the manner in 
which it was offered not a single bid was obtained. The Court 
of Chancery decided that the coal mines, with all rights, should 
be sold to the highest bidder, but that the machinery, plant, 
stores, &c., should be taken by the purchaser at a vuluation to 
be made by a valuer appointed by the Court. Of course no one 
would bid under such conditions. It is to be hoped that an 
arrangement will be made with some of the ola shareholders 
whereby the property may be saved from that wholesale ruin 
which is inevitable in a public sale. We have already pointed 
out the arbitrary manner in which this company was brought 
to liquidation, and it is satisfactory that the present liquidators 
are using every effort to save the unfortunate shareholders from 
an entire loss of their capital and property. 

The case of the damaged cargo per Wild Deer, noticed in our 
last, has assumed the shape of a claim on the ship, with what 
chance of success the Jaw only can decide. Further sales of 
the tea have been made at a loss of 2d. to 3d. on the sound 
value. 

The judgment in the Supreme Court at Hong Kong, in the 
case of the bottomry of the Jsca, from Singapore to China, has 
created considerable surprise and dissatisfaction in mercantile 
circles. 

At the biddings for £200,000 in bills on India, the amounts 
allotted were, to Calcutta £192,100, and to Madras £7,900. 
The minimum was fixed at 1s. 10}d. on Calcutta and Madras, 
being a further roduction of 1 per cent., and tenders at that 
price on those Presidencies will receive about 44 per cent. 
while those above will be allotted in full, No tenderson Bom- 
bay were invited. These results show a continuous diminution 
in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 
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Annexed is the substance of the report of the directors of 


the Telegraph to India Company (Limited), which was adopted, 
at the general meeting on the 7th February. The retiring 
directors, Mr. W. Dent and Admiral Sir W. H. Hall, were re- 
elected, and also Mr. J. A. Franklin, the retiring auditor, with 
an allowance of £15 15s. for the past audit. The pro- 
ceedings concluded with a vote of thanks to the chairman and 
directors. 

The board, with the approval of the shareholders at the meetings on the 
12th July and 9h August last, confirmed the provisional agreement with 
the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company for the lease of 
their line in Egypt, on payment, from Ist July last, of £1,500 per annum, 
or three per cent. upon the capital of £50,000. The rental due 3ist 
December, 1867, having been received, the board .recommend that a 
dividend at the rate of threc per cent. per annum, free of income tax, be 
paid to the shareholders for the half year ending 3lst December, 1867. 
The future prospects of the company must depend, as the shareholders are 
aware, upon the successful carrying out of the Anglo-Indian Telegraph 
Company, which the board understand only remains in abeyance awaiting 
a favourable opportunity for proceeding with the undertaking. 

The meeting of the London and County Bank (on which the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank draws) adopted the Report 
which recommends a dividend and bonus amounting together 
to 9 per cent. for the half-year ended the 31s of December, being 
(with che 11 per cent. paid in August) equal to 20 per cent. per 
annum. About £7,000 will remain to be carried forward. The 
fact that none of the bank’s capital is locked up in railways or 
speculative operations was noticed as a very favourable feature. 

Messrs. Leveson, Lewis, and Co., cf 6, Lime-street, have issued 
the following circular :— 

The. partnership hitherto existing between Mr. G. A. Remé and Mr. 
E. J. Leveson, carrying on business in Singapore under the style of 
Remé, Leveson, and Co., ceased on the 31st Dec. last by effluxion of time. 
The business in Singapore will be continued as heretofore by Mr. G. A. 
Remé and Mr. G. H. Remé, under the firin of Remé Brothers. Mr. E. J. 
Leveson has this day established himself in London in conjunction with 
Mr. John Lewis, under the style of Leveson, Lewis, and Co. 

Messrs. Westray, Gibbes, and Hardcastle, of New York, largely 
engaged in the China trade, have, we understand, effected a 
composition with their creditors of 50 cents in the dollar, and 
the business of the firm is resumed.

Continental Intelligence. 


RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.)

At the last meeting of the Geographical Society at St. Petersburgh, 
Admiral! Lutken in the chair, it was announced that the section for Si- 
berian affairs had decided to engage Colonel Fitinhof, the inspector of 
tines, to undertake an exploring excursion to examine the bed of the 
Onote, an affluent of the Malaia Bielaia, that falls into the Angara, and 
the geological formation of the neighbourhood, as Villan I[rete, on the 
Onote, is the only spot in all Russia, as far as has been ascertained as yet, 
where jade is found, and then only in fragments in the bed of the river, 
as in some parts of China, Corea, and Upper Thibet, and never in strati- 
fied rocks. It would therefore be highly interesting to discover to what 
formation these stones originally belong, and to ascertain whether in 
ancient times any industrial establishments existed on the Onote for the 
manufacture of those ornaments and weapons of this stone, at times found 
in Western Europe, but whose origin is shrouded in mystery. 

It was further announced that the Emperor hasresolved to send a special 
scientific expedition to explore the country of the Tchouktchees who 
inhabit the north-eastern corner of Siberia, to study the geology and 
ethnography of that almost unknown province. The expedition will con- 
sist of several scientific officialsemployed in the civil administration of 
Yakoukyk, together with a guide, and an escort of five Coseacks. The 
sum of 4,337 roubles is allowed for the cost of the expedition, besides 
1,395 roubles for travelling expenses. A detailed programme of the 
objects to be investigated will shortly be published, among which is the 
important instruction to take measures for the establishment of meteoro- 
logical stations similar to those already existing and so admirably conducted 
in European-Russia. The Siberian section of the Geographical Society 
has requested permission to send with the expedition one of its members, 
in the person of M. Pavlovaky, who is well acquainted with the country to 
be visited. 

The official part of the Hamburg Correspondent contains the following 
announcement of the Board of Trade, dated Hamburg, February 3, 1868 : 
“« According to a communication received by the Senate, from the Chan- 
cellor of the North German Confederation, the Governmemt of Japan 
has given the neeaful orders that the vessels of all the States of North 
Germany, sailing under the Federal flag shall be placed upon the same 
footing and admitted to all the rights and privileges accorded by the treaty 


with Prussia to vessels hitherto under the Prussian flag, in all the ports of 


Japan now open, or that may in future be opened to foreign trade and 
navigation.” This is considered a valuable boon, and has made a favour- 
able impression among the merchants and shipowners of this city and 
' Bremen; and I hear that several enterprising houses of both those Han- 


seatic cities are preparing to take advantage of the permission and taking. 
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steps to fit out there vessels with cargoes of German manufactures and 
produce, to sail early in the Spring. 

It is said that the agent of an English company is now negotiating with 
the Russian Government for a telegraph to China and Japan, by way of 
the Amoor Valley. The Russian part of the line would terminate at Pas- 
siette harbour, in the Gulf of Tartary. 


COMMERCIAL AND SHIPPING. 

As the thaw continues and the weather is mild, the ice in the Elbe bas 
disappeared, so that sailing vessels have now no further difficulty in 
coming up the river. But in spite of this facility and increased confidence 
in the preservation of peace, the produce markets in general do not ex- 
hibit as much animation as one would be led to expect after a couple of 
months’ interruption from the frost. Another arrival from Ceina has 
brought 3,000 more chests of Cassia Lignea, which, however, has had no 
influence on the market price, which remains without alteration and with 
considerable demand. There is also a ‘good inquiry for Rice, with a ten- 
dency to improved rates, and sales of some descriptions have been effected 
at prices that could not have been obtained a fortnight ago. Spelter bas 
not yet awaked from its lethargy, and prices have a tendency to recede, 
but no sales are reported. Money is rather scarcer, but there is no altera- 
tion in the rate of discount. The Venus has arrived at Bremerhaven from 
Saigon with 22,000 bags of rice. The following vessels are loading here 
for the Far East: Conder, for Hong Kong; Ante and Peru, for 
Shanghai; Schultze-Delitsch, for Singapore; and Chusan, for Hong 
Kong and Shanghai. 
























































HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerDAaM, Feb. 7. 

The definitive result of the elections is now known, except from thedistrict 
Alkmaar, but it is already decided that the Liberal party has obtained the 
majority, trifling in number but very significant, because the Ministerialists 
are composed out of the most heterogeneous factions. The Liberals now 
number 37 members, against 85 Ministerialists, and as Messrs.°Thorbecke, 
Dallert, and de Bosch Kemper are elected in either two districts they are 
obliged to choose, so that probably free elections must take place in Am- 
sterdam, Hoorn, and Groningen, the result of which will be that, at least, 
one Liberal will be elected, viz., Mr. Geertsema in Groningen, and, pro- 
bably, Mr. Heemskerk Poz in Amsterdam. The greatest defeat which 
was experienced in this struggle by the Cabinet occurred at Arnhem; 
the Minister, van Lynden, not being elected, but in place of this candidate 
and Mr. Groen, Mr. Dullert and Baron Sloet van de Beele, ex-Governor- 
General of the East Indies. I need not say that the Dagblad is most 
farious, and not knowing what to do to secure the Ministers their seats, 
it arges the necessity that the King should dissolve the new Chamber 
at once. This foolish idea is, however, supported by some one, and 
it is said that addresses in this sense will be forwarded to the King. I, 
however, have too much confidence in the healthy spirit of our nation, 
than that I can believe that some people should act so foolish as to press 
the King to maintain the ministry by snch exaggerated means, which 
might perhaps lead to agitation, and indeed there is but little necessity to 
create public excitement; aud with regard to our East India possessions, 
it is strictly necessary that a stable liberal Government should hold the 
reins of Government. Those of your readers who are nut convinced of 
the necessity of liberal reforms in India I highly recommend to read 
Multatule’s May Havelaar, or the Coffee Auctions of the Datch Trading 
Company. This literary work, which was published seven years ago, and 
cause] a shivering throughout the Dutch nation, is translated now from 
the original manuscript by Baron Alphonse Nahuys and published by 
Edmonston and Douglas, Edinburgh. I say that the book was pub- 
lished seven years ago, and still nothing is done on behalf of the Java 
population; the Conservatives having succeeded in thwarting all the 
Liberal measures. I recommend this book, and I think that every one 
who admires Harriet Beecher Stowe's immoral pleading ought likewise to 
read Multatule’s accusation against the Dutch Conservatives. 

Mr. L. W. C. Keuchenius, former M.P. for Arnhem, has refused, as I 
told you in a former letter, to put himself again as candidate for the new 
elections. Within a very short time he will start for Java, to establish 
himself there as a lawyer. . 

Our eminent critic, Mr. Busken Huet, has been engaged as editor of th 
Java Bode. I think it will be well to remember here that this writer, how- 
ever prominent he may be, lost his popularity by his extravagant principles. 

From Luxemburg I hear that an agitation has prevailed there for some 
days. A number of workmen aud peasants paraded the streets of that 
town, and uttered riotous and rebellious cries against the Government. 
They proceeded to the houses of several of the Government functionaries 
and made demonstrations. They, however, were dispersed by the military 
force. It was thought necessary to concentrate nearly the whole force in 
the capital of that Duchy. It seems that the inclemency of the winter, 
the dearness of all sorts of provisions, and want of work have given rise 
to these riotous proceedings. 

In my former letter I wrote to you about the miserable condition of the 
Amsterdam Canal Company, which intended to construct a canal from that 
town to the North Sea. I hear that endeavours are being made to engage 
the Government to accomplish this monster work. In the meantime a 
certain Mr. Huet, an engineer, gives lectures in our principal town, by 
which he attempts to prove that this canal with sluices, as it will be con- 
structed, never will satisfy, and he advocates the necessity of having an 
open mouth [fora harbour. I do not think this idea will have the least 
success, as the cost will vary from 50 to 175 millions of guilders, and the 
duration of construction from ten to fifty years. 

The contributions in beha'f of the army of the Pope now amount to 
170,0COf. The lists, opened by the clerical paper De Tyd, are now closed. 

From Arnheim I hear that several young men from Hanover are en- 
listed there in the Hanoverian Free Corps, from whence they start for Swit- 
zerland. The Prussian authorities have take some measures to prevent this.

THE “STANDARD” ON CHINA. 

The penny press ought to possess universal knowledge, for it 
treats—with the coolest assumption of omniscience—of every 
known (or unknown) subject. And its writers have a pleasant 
way when they goin for atopic on which they are entirely 
ignorant, of handling it in a jocular sort of manner, as if when 
unable to give any information on a subject they fulfilled their 
mission equally well by making fun of it. As an instance of 
this we extract the following from a leading article which the 
Standard apparently thought itself bound to produce on the 
coming China Embassy :— 

The Chinaman is going at last to become a true Citizen of the World. 
The Chinese Government is about dispatching embassies to America and 
Europe, constituted of dignitaries ranking in the fourth class, wearing the 
red button, which denotes high favour, and accompanied by not fewer than 
four-and-twenty secretaries. The main business of this mission will lie in 
England, because, as is asserted by Hong Kong newspepers, the Chinese 
are anxious to discover why, in this country, we are all so bappy and pros- 
perous. The reports of the twenty-four secretaries will, nq doubt, be 
extremely interesting; but we imagine that they will be artificially tinted. 
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Of course, the first thing to be done with our visitors must be to placy 
them in discreet hands, and show them over the kingdom judiciously. They 
must inspect the dockyards, the hospitals, the great schools, the Crvsta 
Palace on one of itscharming Saturdays, the British Museum, St. Paul's 
Cathedral, and Westminster Abbey; nor will they omit the palaces of the 
Sovereign or the mansions of the nobility. But what else are they to 
see? Wedo not expect even one of the batch of secretaries to pass a 
night in a casual ward, or a day in the Is'e of Doys, or to familiarise him - 
self with the doings of Farnham Workhouse; but it may te anticipated 
that in these criticisms upon our condition and manners there will be many 
a suggestive note. The Chinese have long known us in their own region, 
but this is the first time they have determined to send us a diplomatic repre- 
sentative. There was, indeed, a person present at the opening of the 
Hyde-park Exhibition in 1851, who styled himself a delegate from the 
Celestial Empire; but be was nothing of the kind. Nevertheless, while 
we have seen the yellow face, the blue drawers, the black pig-tail, and 
the oblique eyes, we have not seen the absolute and unchallengeable 
button, which isto come to us, at length, from that far latitude bevond the 
Ganges where it has been for centuries assumed mankind were incapable 
of a change. Incapable! The Chinese are changing faster than their 
neighbours. the Russians. They will, before long, have locomotives upon 
their roads and steam upon their rivers. They are abandoning the Median 
and Persian tradition. Even since we first heard of Commissioner Yeh a 
vast progress hasbeen made. There are factories at Peking which would 
not disgrace Manchester. 

We rememter a description of us given to the late Emperor Twou-Kwang 
by the Mandarin Pihkwei, then chief criminal judge in the great province of 
Kwang-Tung. He said: ‘‘ At bottom they belong to a class of brutes ; 
in their country they have now a woman and now a man as their Prince; 
it is plain, therefore, that they are not worth attending to.” How far will 
this judgment in the sense of a genuinely intellectual Chinaman—for such 
a being may be imagined—be modified after the Embassy has been on 
British soil for a few months? That is for us the curious question. What 
will be their earliest impressions, after voyaging in our yachts and travelling 
by our trains? Of Buckingham Palace and Windsor Castle? Of the 
Star and Garter, or whitebait at Greenwich? Of cricketing and skating? 
Of our courts of justice? Of a croquet party or a ball! They are 
coming especially to find out why we are so flourishing. Suppose they 
conclude, after an investigation, that we are not. Shall we show them 
our prisons and pauperism, our anomalies of law and stained morality, our 
calendars of crime and hordes of vagrancy? Well, upon the whole, we 
might afford to do even this without much risk to our social degradation 
among the races of Asia, albeit they deem themselves the noblest stocks 
of the globe. The Ambassadors with red buttons and the secretaries— 
awful Eastern critics of the West—may take back with them a few of our 
mechanical and scientific inventions without which we should have been 
more barbarous than they; nay, teach their countrymen how to become 
by improvement the donors and recipients of inexhaustible wealzh ; may 
establish steam power, machinery, and chemical agriculture in a prodigious 
territory, where up to this hour every rood of soil is husbanded by hand, 
every hill terraced into slopes of artificial soil, every loom manually 
worked, every pod of cotton or cocoon of silk passed throuxh all stages of 
its production and manufactured by the members of a single family. 








CHINA CLAY IN PIECE GOODS. 

This species of adulteration of cotton goods, to which much 
attention was lately attracted by the proceedings and judgment 
in the case of ‘‘ Mody v. Gregson,” has formed the subject of a 
leader in The Times. We extract the following paragraphs :— 


For several years past we have heard complaints and remonstrances from 
India of a nature to affect very disastrously the reputation of cotton goods 
manufacturers in this country. For their own credit’s sake, ro less than 
for their own future interests, which are greatly jeopardised by the system 
they seem to have adop‘ed, it might have been supposed they would have 
striven to avoid giving occasion for a repetition of these charges. The 
agents of the manufacturers themselves repeatedly wrote, from Calcutta, 
Madras, or Bombay, to warn their principals that their reputation for fair 
dealing was being destroyed, that the native buyers no longer bought an 
English bale in the full assurance that it was what it pretended to be, that 
in the bazaar the English guarantee had ceased to be respected, and that 
business was crippled and injured through the avarice and folly of manu- 
facturers at home. They nevertheless persisted in adulterating cotton goods 
in every stage of their manufacture at which adulteration was possible. 
The native merchant in India is too great an expert in sharp dealing not to 
readily detect all the furms of imposition which the home manufacturer 
chooses to adopt. The present consequence of imposing upon the people 
of India is, that trade is depressed, and that goods of native manufacture 
are preferred to those which come from abroad. They may be inferior in 
quality to good English articles, but they are far better than the moulder- 
ing and worthless fabrics which are now sent out to the East. The natives 
will not buy a second time from a man who deceives them, or, if they do, 
they will take care to provide an indemnity for themselves in the price 
they pay. To these considerations too many of our manufacturers seem 
to be blind. They think their name will cell anything, and that any ex- 
periment with their customers is safe. The result is that English salesmen 
on the spot are in alarm for the houses with which they are connected, and 
the well-known native dealers, who once would have taken their word for 
anything, now receive all their assurances with suspicion and distrust. The 
merchants of Liverpool have lately proclaimed to the world: their anxiety 
to vindicate the morality of their class. We have now laid before them, and 
not for the first time, a specific accusation directed against the manufac- 
turers of Lancashire. Here is a practical matter for them to take up. The 
facts which we have stated in a general form are thoroughly well known to 
the Lancashire manufacturers. They have not been left to hear of them 
through newspapers. Their own representatives, we repeat, have con- 
demned the wholesale use of ‘* China clay ” and other spurious ingredients 
as a practice tending to break up their business connections. 


The Manchester Chamber of Commerce publish a letter from Bombay 
which contains another serious warning to manufacturers. The local 
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mills in India ate now producing goods which are growing popular in all 
districts. They ‘are aoe referred: we are told, “to atioashife makes 
of the same class;’ and why? The Indian fabric is of coarser quality, 
but it is an “honest article.” The cotton manufacturets in this country 

ave been greedy of profit and unmindful of their customers’ just interests 
in the bargain, and this is the lesson which comes to them from Bombay : 
—“ Of the total quantity of these zoods sold in the bazaar, from 50 to 75 
per cent. are of local make.” If arguments on grounds of morality will 
not prevail with the manufacturers, we should suppose that this sort of 
statement must produce an effect. If Indian cloth is not so well finished 
as ors, people at least know what they are buying when they deal in it. 
Once more, then, we demand the attention of the cotton manufacturers 
to a fact which greatly concerne them—namely, that they are no longer 
carrying on this pernicious system in the dark. Our countrymen who are 
responsible for the management of great departments of the national trade 
are not usually indifferent to the poasession of a clear and honourable re- 
putation. Say what the manufacturers may, it is impossible for them, as 
a class, to preserve this character if they resort to expedients which destroy 
the special value of the commodities in which they deal. In the long run 
it is not profitable to deceive the public. We still have the command of 
the business in cotton goods, but the only means by which we can hope to 
ren it is by selling a better article than the rest of the world can produce 
at the same price, and by letting it be understood that we may be trusted 
to act honestly towards purchasers who come into our ntarkets. The 
Lancashire manufacturers may take the natives of India to be very simple, 
but they may rely upon it these people will uot continue for ever to buy 
pag rotten cloth when they can get a serviceable article made at their 
own doors.

The 
unwillingness of “ W. F. F.” to put himself to unnecessary trouble is no 
reason why he should jump at conclusions unfavourable to Mr. Read and 
Mr. Scott.— Your obedient servant, R.

Foruten-orrice APPOINTMENTS.—In addition to thosd noticed in our 
last, the following appointments to the Consular service in China and 
Japan have been gazetted:—Marcus Octavius Flowers, Esq., now Her 
Majesty’s Consul at Hakodadi, to be Her Majesty’s Consul at Neegata; 
Richard Eusden, Esq., to be Her Majesty’s Consul at Hakodadi; and John 
Markham, Esq., now British Vice-Consul at Shanghai, to be Her Majesty's 
Consul at Tangchow (Cheefoo). 

ANOMALIES IN THE DipLomATio SErvice.—The seventeen Ministers 
ranking after the ambassadors, and all Ministers of the second class, are 
arbitrarily divided into two classes in the English service, and their mis- 
sions called first-class missions and second-class missions ; the only real 
difference apparently being the practical one of the amount of pension 
depending on five years’ service in one or the other. ‘The pension is 
£1,800 a year in the one case and £900 in the cther. The first-class mis- 
sions are Brussels, the Hague, Florence, Madrid, Lisbon, Washington, Rio 
Janeiro, Munich. The second-class missions are China, Japan, Stockholm, 
Copenhagen, Stuttgardt, Berne, Athens, Buenos Ayres, Persia. Some of 
the missions in the first-class are undoubtedly more important than most 
in the second; but Persia, China, and Japan must be more important 
than Brussels, the Hagne, Lisbon, Rio Janeiro, or Munich. The distinc- 
tion of class seems quite arbitrary, and sometimes accidental. Persia, 
formerly a first-class mission, was reduced to the second-class when Mr. 
Alison was appointed to succeed Sir Henry Rawlinson. It seems to rest 
entirely with the Foreign-office to elevate or degrade a particular mission. 
Sir Alexander Malet, who has lately retired, not voluntarily, after 22 years’ 
service as Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary at Stuttgardt 
and Frankfort, has only been able to get £900 a year pension, because he 
never could obtain a transfer to a first-class mission, and had not the good 
lack to get his own mission at Frankfort elevated, as Munich has been. If 
the distinction is to be preserved, no one could object to putting Brussels, the 
Hague, Lisbon, Rio Janeiro, and Munich down into the second class, and 
China, Japan, and Persia up into the first. The salaries of these missions 
(first-class and second-class) range from £6,000 (China) and £5,000 
(Florence, Madrid, Washington, and Persia) to £2,500 (Berne) and £2,000 
(Stuttgardt). Some of these salaries have been increased since the re- 
port of the Committee on Official Salaries of 1850. China was reduced, 
when Sir Ruaterford Alcock was appointed to succeed Sir Frederick Brace, 
from £8,000 to £6,000; and the salary at Washington was raised, while 
Sic F. Bruce was minister, from £4,500 to £5,000. All the salaries are 
in addition to a house or house-rent allowance. The regulations and prac- 
tice as to diplomatic pensions require thorough revision. The present 
mode of pensioning chargés d'affaires and consuls-general cannot be sus- 
tained. The arbitrary Foreign Office distinction between pensions of first. 
class missions and of second-class missions is not supported by the Diplo- 


matic Pensions Act, which makes the distinction between envoys extraor- | 
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dinary, &c., and simple ministers plenipotentiary ; and under the words of 
that Act, all ministers having served for five years with the title of envoy 
extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary are eligible for a pension of 
£1,300 a year. 

ANcIENT Crivese ENAMELS.—An important collectionof ancient Chinese 

enamels, comprising many rare and beautiful specimens of unusual form 
and colour, was disposed of on the 7th inst. by Messrs. Christie, Manson, 
and Woods, at their rooms in King-street. The following were among 
the more valuable specimens:—A pair of cylindrical bottles, with flowers 
and ornaments on turquoise ground, each with two large and four smaller 
medallions of flowers and butterflies, on lapis-lazuli, red and white ground, 
fetched 30 guineas. A pair of hexagonal vases, with animals, birds, and 
plants in colours, on red, yellow, black, white, turquoise and lapis-lazuli 
panels, the necks with flowers and ornaments on turquoise ground—30 
guineas. An elephant, of lapis-lazuli enamel, with gilt trappings, support- 
ing a vase, with dragons, flowers, and ornaments in colours on turquolse 
ground—40 guineas. A pair of very fine circular slabs, with birds on 
branches of trees, in brilliant colours, on turquoise ground—60 guineas. 
A pair of octagonal flower-pots, lapis-lazuli ground, with figures and 
characters in colours, on yellow ground, in medallions, with borders of 
flowers and ornaments in colours, on turquoise ground—30 guineas. A 
pair of magnificent cisterns, with butterflies in colours, on turquoise and 
gold ground, each with four large medallions of birds and flowers, on 
brilliant crimson, yellow, black, and white ground—70 guineas. A pair 
of kettles and covers, with upright handles, with birds and flowers in 
brilliant colours, on turquoise ground, the spouts formed as birds on 
feet of metal gilt—40 guineas. A pair of very fine cylindrical bottles, 
with flowers, birds, and ornaments, on turquoise ground, cach with two 
large and four smaller medallions of figures, in colours, on light blue 
ground—70 guineas. The entire sum realised exceeded .£3,000. 
_ Nearoes anv Cuingse Cooties 1n Havana.—The intense hatred 
between the Mongolian and African races very ofton gives births to hor- 
rible deeds. Two negroes in Matanzas recently caught a Chinaman, 
and, after tying him to a tree, proceeded leisurely to cut off his hands, 
ears, and nose. Such scenes, or at least similar ones, are of frequent oc- 
currence, and the planters have to lament the loss of many valuable field- 
hands, as a result of the hatred existing between the races, who will not 
live together in the same cabin. As an exception to this rule, however, 
the Chinaman takes kindly to the mulatto-woman, and many a plantation 
can show queer specimens of saffron-coloured young ones, with thick lips, 
almond-shaped eves, and kinky hair. Natural historians could not find a 
better field for studying the theory of the amalgamation of races than is 
presented by the City of Havana, where every shape, shade, colour, and 
nationality are to be analysed. 

Mr. Wat. Ratuspone.—Mr. Wm. Rathbone, whose name has for mote 
than half a centary been intimately ussociated with the commercial and 
political history of Liverpool, died at Greenbank, near Liverpool, onSatur- 
day, the Ist. inst., at the ripe age of 81. Mr. Rathbone was one of the 
genuine “merchant princes” of Liverpool, and in politics he was for 
upwards of fifty years one of the most energetic members of the Liberal 
party. He was mayor in 1836, and for many years he took a pro- 
minent position in the government of the town. On his father’s death, 
in 1809, he became, and has since continued to be, the head of the well- 
known house of Rathbone, Brothers and Co., largely engaged in tho 
China trade. 

Tre Jesurrs rm CrinA.—The Patrice learris, by private letters from 
Shanghai of the 12th of December, that the Court of Peking, on the ap- 

lication of the French Minister, had approved of the memoir drawn up 

y the Consul-General of France, claiming for the ministers of the Ca- 
tholic faith the faculty of publicly teaching their religion throughout 
Kiang-Sou. The Viceroy of the province, taking into consideration the 
great services which the Jesuit fathers settled at Si-ka-wei (near Shanghai) 
render to the population, has, besides, accorded to them an authorisation 
to found a new establishment at Nanking, and conceded to them a site in 
the interior, and a large zone of land outside the city. 

WITTcENsTEIN V. Macuirne.—This was a suit by one of the partners 
in an undertaking to share the profits of a contract with the well known 
troupe of Japanese acrobats, who had been performing in New York and 
Paris, and are now in Birmingham. The partnership was formed in Japan 
between five persons, and the shares (four and a half 32nd parts) claimed 
by the plaintiff had been purchased by him from the defendant for 19,500 
dols. The purchase had been disputed on various grounds. A decree was 
now made by consent giving the plaintiff the right to the shares and an 
injunction. Mr. Glasse, Q.C., and Mr. E. Cutler appeared for the plain- 
tiff; Mr. Hinde Palmer, Q.C., Mr. Hemming, and Mr. Roberts for the 
defendant. 

THe Pexana Postat Service.—Arrangements are we believe in pro- 
gress by the British India Steam Company, for extending their monthly 
service between Calcutta, Penang, and Singapore to a fortnightly one. In 
this case a great service will be rendered to Penang, as the P. and O. con- 
tract does not include that port. We understand that the British India 
Company will also arrange with the P. and O. Company to convey through 
passengers. 

The Constitutionnel gives some interesting statistics relating to the colo- 
nies of France. Their total population now amounts to 2,192,275. The 
most populous is Martinique, 152,102. The most valuable, commercially, 
is Cochin-China, and then follow, in order, Réunion, Martinique, Guada- 
loupe, Senegal, and the establishments in India. 

WE understand that the directors of the Imperial Fire Insurance Com- 
pany have presented to the widow of the late Captain Richards, of the ship 
Heroes of Alma, the sum of £100, for the valaable and most praiseworthy 
services rendered by himself and crew on the occasion of the disastrous 
fire at Yokohama, early in 1867. 

By the last China mail Mr. Whampoa, the well-known Chinese mer- 
chant at Singapore, sent £50 to the Royal Naval Scripture-readers 
Society. This is the third donation of like amount beslowed by this’ 
kind-hearted and charitable Chinaman upon Royal naval associations. 

JOHN PEACHEY.—We regret to announce the sudden death of Mr. 
John Peachey, on the 6th inst., the senior partner in the eminent firm of 
Oliverson, Peachey, Denby and Peachey, solicitors, of London, and legal 
advisers to several banks and merchants in the India and China trade. 
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eably to instructions from the Admiralty, a trial has been made at 
Portsmouth of the capabilities of the steam lifeboat cutters now being 
supplied to the navy by Mr. J. S. White, of East Cowes, for hoisting up 
to or lowering from ships’ quarter davits. The boat selected for the trial 
was the steam cutter No. 3, recently tried over the measured mile in Stokes 
Bay, when she made a mean speed of seven knots. In addition to this 
exceptional rate of speed in boats of only 28ft. in length, driven by a tiny 
single-cylinder engine of 3-horse power, which gives them such value as 
steam despatch boats, Mr. White claims for them a perfect unsinkable- 
ness, even when filled to the gunwale with water, and a double crew on 
board, an impossibility of capsizing them under any circumstances, and a 
constant readiness for active service in retaining their engines and boiler 
on board even when slung up ata ship’s davits. With all the steam 
launches in the navy the engine and boiler are always hoisted out of the 
boat before the latter can be taken on the ship, and in getting the launch out 
of the ship the boat is hoisted out first and the engine and boiler follow. 
It is obvious that by this process a considerable time must elapse between 
the first step being taken to hoist the launch out of the ship and her steam- 
ing away from the ship on the service for which she might be required. 
Mr. White meets this difficulty, and does away with the necessity for any 
such loss of time between the services of a boat being called into sudden 
requisition and her leaving the ship under steam, by making the engine 
aa boiler in his steam lifeboat cutter a fixture. It was to test the practi- 
cability of hoisting up and lowering a boat loaded with engine and boiler, 
the latter filled with water, and a supply of coal on board for the furnace, 
that the trial was made. The port poop davits of the Duke of Welling- 
ton, ecrew three-decker, were named for the trial, and thus as great a 
height as possible from a ship’s davits was secured. With boiler filled, fire 
laid, bunker filled with coal, and the man attending the hooks and blocks 
of the falls on board, the total weight of the boat when suspended on the 
falls was about three tons. The falls were manned on the three-decker's 
p by the ordinary number of men, and on the order being given by 
the pipe of the boatswain’s mate the cutter was run up to the davits and 
secured there under three minutes. A careful examination of the boat as 
thus suspended proved there was no sign of deflection in any part of the 
boat, and that she could convey her weights when so slung with perfect 
safety. The fire was next lighted under the boiler, and soon afterwards 
the pipe was given to lower away the boat for service. In two minutes 
three seconds from the time of the pipe being given the cutter was in the 
water and steaming away from the ship under a full head of steam. The 
trials were declared by the officials conducting them to be in every respect 
satisfactory. 

A fair honest fight between armour-plating and guns has taken place on 
board the Thunderer target-ship, in Porchester-creek, in the upper waters 
of Portsmouth harbour. The plate was from the rolling-mill of Messrs. 
John Brown and Co., Atlas Steel and Iron Works, Sheffield, and was no 
less than 10in. in thickness by 15ft. in length and 3ft. Qin. in breadth. It 
was selected as a test plate from a score of plates manufactured by Messrs. 
Brown for the central broadside armour of the turret ship Monarch, 5,100 
tons, 1,1U0-horse power, building at Chatham. The plate was bolted on 
to a wooden backing of upwards of 4ft. in thickness, supported by iron 
and oak beam struts of immense strength. The gun was the ordinary test 
gun—95cwt. 68 smooth-bore, but on this occasion fired with 16lb. in lieu 
of the ordinary 13lb. of powder. The distance between the muzzle of 
the gun and the face of the armour-plate was 25ft. Nine shots were fired, 
and all struck the plate within a square sie of 34in. The greatest in- 
dentation made was only 1-7in., and the least 1-5in.; no cracks, surface 
or otherwise. ‘The trial, indeed, gave the plate an extraordinary degrce of 
credit. It was the first 10in. plate tried on board the Thunderer ; but, in 
comparison with a series of 8in. and Yin. plates previously tested on board, 
its resisting powers to the impact of shot was very much in excess of what 
was simply due to its exceptional thickness. The plate is now being taken 
down from its backing on board the Thunderer, and will be sent round to 
Shoeburyness, where it will be further experimentally tested with the 10Qin. 
rifled gun and maximum charges of powder. 

The vacancy in the deputy i piri at Plymouth, caused by the 
lamented death of Dr. Beith, R.N., is one which ihe Director-general of 
the Navy will not find it an easy task to fill satisfactorily, since Dr. Beith’s 
abilities as an uperator enabled him to fulfil the duties of his office more 
efficiently than Fad been the case for meus years. We have reason to be- 
lieve that the gentleman who in all probability will be selected is Dr. 
Henry Jones Domville, C.B., now deputy inspector at Bermuda, who, it 
may be remembered, distinguished himself by operating under fire when 
Her Majesty’s ship Tiger was so unfortunately fost in the Black Sea, and 
who will prove himself no unworthy successor of Dr. Beith. Dr. Domville 
became a deputy inspector in 1864, and has served at the Bermuda Hos- 
pital since that date. Promotion of a staff surgeon will necessarily ensue, 
and in naval circles we understand that the names of Dr. Thomas Nelson, 
Dr. Robert Pottinger, and Dr. J. Watt Reid have been mentioned as likely 
recipients of promotion. We have reason to believe, however, that Dr. 
Nelson, at present attached to Melville Hospital, Chatham, and who was 
present both at the attack upon Petropaulovski, and in China at the taking 
of the Peiho forts, will probably be the new deputy inspector, a choice 
which will give general satisfaction.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 

Tzea.—The market has improved for common qualities of Congou. 
The deliveries have slacked. The quantity afloat is 22,500,000 Ibs. 
Several large parcels are reported sold at an improvement of $d. per Ib. 
Fair leafy sorts are now quoted at Is. Id. per Ib. At the public sales buyers 
bought freely the whole of the Congou ex Wild Deer, offered with “ all 
faults” and without reserve. These teas are of strong useful qualities, but 
have been much damaged with the flavour of wine. Scented Capers of low 
to medium descriptions are scarce, and bring high prices; the finer sorts 
are in good supply at moderate rates. Scented Orange Pekoes show no 
improvement. Common Oolong not in demand; good to fine meets 
ready sale. Several parcels of medium to fine Souchongs have been sold 
at former rates. Hysons are very scarce, and are now very dear in compari- 
son with other descriptions of Green Teas. Imperial especially shows a great 
fall. The Circular of Messrs. Shepard and Co. says :—A better feeling has 
prevailed, aod a steady business has been transacted, in Congous, mostly 
below Is. 6d. per lb. The last accounts from China speak with great 
confidence that the total Export will not exceed 118,000,000, which has 
caused importers to be firm, and numerous bids made the last few days 
have been declined. These advices will reach China about the time pre- 
parations are being made for season 1868-9, and to insure a profitable busi- 
ness it will be imperative to buy wilh some margin on our present range 
of prices, as we cannot expect a repetition of the exceptional rates paid 
for finest quality last October. The Times’ City article had the following: — 
Attention continues to be directed to the great changes affecting the trade 
in tea, and to the danger of founding any hope of a sudden and great 
reaction upon calculations which former relations of stocks, deliveries, 
and imports, or other circumstances of the past might suggest. Accord- 
ing to some Views recently put forth by a leading firm, a striking feature 
at present is not only the vast and continuous increase in the appliances 
and agencies for selling the article throughout the country, but likewise 
the amount of information acquired and intelligence exercised on the part 
of the retailing and consuming public, and which confirms them more 
and more in the determination not to hold stock, but only to supply their 
immediate requirements. Importers, it is said, seem also to have gath 
a conviction—based upon the average and ruinous results of several 
years past—that sales on or soon after arrival will henceforth in 
the long run turn out the best, which conviction is strengthened 
by the fact that the crops of late seasons have proved ill-suited 
for holding. Stress is also laid on the importance to be attached 
to the increasicg importation and use of Indian teas, a circumstance which 
it is thought is not yet taken sufficiently into account by people in China. 
Grocers and retailers have up to very lately had a monopoly in the retailing 
of tea; they are now compelled to compete with other retailers, such, for 
instance, as publicans, who, not having to make up for the less remunera- 
tive sale of other articles, can afford to follow the course of small profits and 
quick returns. This will compel them to study still more scientifically the 
system of mixing teas, and for that purpose the Indian recommends itself 
above all others as the best regulating and most palatable ingredient. We 
used to import about 3,U0U,000 Ib., but that figure has of late increased to 
upwards of 8,000,000 Ib., and bids fair to reach a much higher one. 

Sitx —The next public sales are tixed for the 19th inst. The year, 
thus far, has been sadly disappointing to Silk Importers and holders; a 
more dull and wretched month ot business it would be difficult to coa- 
ceive. There has been every disposition shown by importers to be cur- 
rent, but buyers, apparently, are more determined than ever to hold aloof, 
and the consequence is, that an occasional forced sale of Chinas during 
the past four or five weeks has drifted prices of the medium and lower classes 
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of Tsatlees 2s. to 2s. 6d. under the quotations at the beginning of the year, 
and given a partly nominal value to the better descriptions. So de-

6d. for 44 to good 4, at which much Teatlee 
is offering, the Silk is, unquestionably, cheap, and should tempt 
manufacturers. Best Silk is very scarce, and likely to continue so, and, 
in consequence, is held firmly; still the unnatural difference in price 
between it and the medium and lower qualities has placed the quotations 
on a somewhat nominal basis. Canton Silk has been affected by the 
declining price and large stock of common Tsatlees, and is a good Is. 
lower than at the commencement of the year, and with less business or 
enquiry even at this decline; the ordinary run of No. 1 Tsatlee reel, find 
only occasional buyers at 18s, 6d., but very fine parcels are worth 2s. more. 
Japan Silk has declined in value generally, more particularly the medium 
descriptions, which are very flat and almost unenquired for. The delive- 
ries of Silk in January were far too small: from Ist to “7th instant they 
are 639 China, and 109 Japan. From China, settlements continue large, 
the latest telegraphic dates giving 39,500 bales China and Japan, against 
32,000 at same date last year. China Silk Piece Goods: Nothing worth 
reporting. The arrivals since the January public sales have been insigni- 
ficant; the market is decidedly quiet.

CorreE.—The increased facilities for bringing forward supplies to 
Colombo, afforded by the newly opened railroads in the island, has caused 
cargoes to arrive here earlier than usual, and the market is consequently 
liberally supplied for the season. Extensive supplies of Plantation Ceylon 
have Deen brought forward, a large proportion consisting of qualities below 
72s., to effect sales of which easier rates have been accepted, while the 
small assortment of colory sorts has met a fair competition, and been 
taken at full prices.. Native has also: been more freely offered, and a small 
part disposed of at barely the previous value. Part of the Manila sold 
with difficulty at a moderate price; for the Singapore no bids were made.

6d.; fine ordmary, 548.; good bold, 
58s. 6d. to 60s.; fine bold yellow, 65s. 6d. 

CrnnaMon.—The first series of sales for this year took place on the 
27th ult., and possessed a more than usual amount of interest, owing to 
the parcels offered being larger than for a long time past—viz., 2,800 bales 
Ceylon. . The comparatively light quantities brought to auction during 
1867 (averaging only 1,300 bales in the three last quarters), and the 
higher rates then established, led to the expectation that an important re- 
action would speedily follow when the late numerous arrivals were placed 
on the market. Accordingly, importers were prepared to accept a material 
decline, and, at the commencement of the sales on the 27th ult., accepted 
whatever prices buyers chose to give.
